Furthermore, he was 
able to pull out a fine burst of speed from the 
last fence to enable him to beat Phaco and 
Forewarned, 

The lastgAmed actually started a 
favourite at 9 to 4, with Mask and P 
second favourites at fours; but well as he 
showed up in the early stages he was beaten 
on the fiat, finishing seven lengths behind 
the winner. The mere fact of having beaten 
Phaco at even weights over this very easy 
course is not a great recommendation in itself 
for a Grand National candidate, but it did 
tell us that Fly Mask is very well, and that 
he is, furthermore, quick and clever. 

HYMIR WINS BY A NECK. 

There was a most interesting race for the 
Jerry M. Steeplechase, which Hymir won 
by a neck from the favourite, Le Cellier. 
Only this pair was backed, and it was to all 
intents and purposes a two-horse race. Dick 
Rees on Le Cellier made all the running, but 
at the last fence Hymir challenged, and a 
great race on the flat resulted in a narrow 
victory for the [Irish horse. The young 
trainer of Hymir, A. B. Boyle, has ceftainly 
taught him his business very thoroughly, and 
here he thoroughly justified the good im- 
am war he made by his initial victory at 

vewbury. 

He was ridden to-day by R. A- Priolean, a 
voung man who has been riding as an amateur 
for some time, but has now elected to class 
himself with the professionals. This was his 
first race in his new capacity 
FARIRAY’S FAILURE. 

The .failure of Fariray in the Lingfield 
Hurdle Cup was a blow to the consistent 
followers of Coulthwaite’s stable. ‘He and 
Boddam were joint favourites, but both made 
mistakes at the firgt hurdle, and"both, were 
beaten out of a place. Duller was not so 
successful with Boddam as he was in the 
Champion Hurdle Cup at Gatwick last week. 
He was in front when he made his mistake. 
Then he dropped back, but came again. 

Border Ranger took the lead off him as 
they turned into the straight, and he in 
his turn was challenged by Stuff Gown and 
Flaming Sword. A fine race resulted in a 
half-length victory for Stuff Gown, ‘while 
Flaming Sword beat Border Ranger a head 
for second: place. Fariray finished fourth. 
Stuff Gown, who, of course, had a pull in 
the weights here, thus sharply reversed last 
Saturday’s running with Boddam. 

The Herontye Hurdle was won easily by 
Nane Snugger from Vic's Choice, a shade of 
odds having been laid -on the former. Both 
the selling plate winners came from Poole’s 
stable. Ned Carver beat Loch o’ Garr rather 
easily in the steeplechase, but in the hurdle 
event there was a thrilling finish between 
F. B. Rees on Priority and George Duller on 
Manrico. It was only by a short head that 
the verdict was given in favour of the former. 
TO-DAY’S CARD. 

There will be a few Grand National cindi- 
dates airing themselves to-morrow in the 
Lingfield Park Steeplechase, such as Music 
Hall and Chin Chin. Hawker is engaged, 
and has a chance second to none, but I rather 
doubt whether he will risk gaining a penalty 
here in view of his more valuable engage- | 
ments. CLASHING ARMS represents the 
Wroughton stable in preference to Super 
Man, and as this is one of the courses that 
suit a horse of his type so admizably he is a 
very likely winner. PETER PAX is also a 
bkely winner of the Juvenile Selling Hurdle, 
but he has Laughing Cavalier to beat. In 
the Corinthian Hand icap Steeplechase I take 
DRINMOND to beat Catamaran.

COAL PRICES.—A deputation from the 
Engineering and Shipbuilding Trades Federa- 
tion (Belfast Committee) was received by the 
Minister of Labour, Northern Ireland, and 
the Lord Mayor, in connection with the 
recent increase in: the price ‘of coal as an- 
nounced by the Belfast Coal Merchants’ 
Association. The Federation claimed that 
the increase was unwarranted.

MURDER AND ‘ROBBERY. 


AGAINST EIGHT 
MEN. 


Further evidence was taken at Monaghan 
yesterday in the case in which eight men sre 
charged with the murder of Lieutenant« 
Gillanders, of the National Army, at 
Monaghan; the robbery of £1,546 from the 
Ulster Bank, of €480 from the Hibernian 
Bank, and of £336 from the Provincial Bank. 

A considerable portion of ' yegterday’s sit- 
ting was occupied with the cross-examination 
by | Mr. Keenan, who defended, of James 
MeMahon, who had wiven evidence: at the 
previous hearing of the case. He said that 
two of the men that he saw leaving the 
Hibernian Bank were not ih the dock. He 
was asked to give the names of the men, but 
the State solicitor objected, and the Court, 
dissllowed the question. 

Edward Maguire was examined on a state- 
ment that he had made to the Civic Guard, 
and the District. Justice refused to allow the 
State solicitor to cross-examino him, as he was 
not a hostile witness. 

During his cross-examination of the witness 
Mr. Keenan remarked: ‘‘ We say that Lieu- 
tenant Gillanders was hit by some one in the 
building in a mistake,” 

Evidence of the raid on the Hibernian Bank 
was given by Miss Berry Smyth, who said 
that she got the front door bolted, but two 
armed men got in by the back and entered 
her father’s private office. Thty compelled 
her father to give over the keys of the safe, 
and they got away with £450 in silver. A 
loud knocking “afterwards came to the back 
door, and three men, one of them armed, 
were there when it was openéd. One of .the 
three was the accused man, John McCann. 
She spoke to him, askirig was the courthouse 
captured. He replied ' No,” and the witnegs 
asked him would they be long here, and he 
reviied that they might be here for a week. 

The accused were remanded.

TJelephén is now 
used for “ Telephone,’’ although, until re- 
cent] the word Guthán, from Guth, 
“Voice,” had all but established itself. 
Oifia, an old word from the Latin, is used for 
“Office,” and Oifig an Phuist, for “ Post 
Office,” is in common use. Giolla an Phuiat

It is instructive to compare a phrase-book 
compiled about one hundred and fifty years 
ago by a Gaelic society with the early efforts 
of recent times.
